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WHETHER  the  need  for  its  services  arises  at  mid-day  or  in 
the  quiet  of  the  night,  the  hospital  is  ready  to  call  into  action 
its  every  facility  of  equipment  and  personnel  to  give  prompt 
succor  to  the  ill  and  injured. 

Because  illness  and  accident  are  so  often  unpredictable,  the 
24-hour-a-day  readiness  of  the  hospital  affords  values  that  can  be 
measured  only  in  terms  of  the  worth  of  human  life. 

When  production  demands  run  low,  industry  cuts  down  its 
working  force  or  shuts  clown  its  plant  completely,  but  the  hospital 
plant  remains  in  operation  continuously  and  must  have  available  at 
all  times  sufficient  personnel  to  take  care  of  peak  loads.  Even  when 
bed  occupancy  is  at  a  low  point,  the  hospital  cannot  cut  down  on 
personnel,  because  within  a  few  days  —  perhaps  tomorrow  — 
demands  for  service  may  bring  about  capacity  occupancy.  For  this 
reason  the  hospital  cannot  operate  on  the  same  supply  and  demand 
basis  as  is  possible  in  industry  and  business. 

Some  of  the  hospital's  most  expensive  machines  are  used 
infrequently,  but  when  needed  their  availability  may  mean  the 
difference  between  life  and  death.  Much  other  equipment  is  used 
only  a  few  hours  each  day  but  is  indispensable. 

The  every-hour-of-every-day  readiness  of  the  hospital  constitutes 
a  form  of  protection  that  is  of  immeasurable  value  to  all  who  may 
require  its  services. 


The  happiness  ami  security  of  this  and  millions  of  other 
families  are  greater  because  the  modern  hospital  is  always  in 
the  background,  standing  as  a  sentinel  safeguarding  life  and 
health    against    the    onslaughts    of   disease   and   accident. 
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In    a   large   metropolis   I   stand

One  reason  why  the  first 
triplets  ever  horn  in  Pres- 
hyterian  Hospital  look  so 
healthy  in  this  picture, 
taken  at  three  months,  is 
that  their  charming  young 
mother  registered  early  in 
our  Prenatal  Clinic,  which 
each  year  safeguards  the 
the  health  of  several  hun- 
dred mothers  and  babies. 
Respective  weights  at  three 
months  were,  left  to  right: 
Paul,  9  pounds  10  ounces; 
Gregory,  7  pounds  8 
ounces;  and  Frank,  9 
pounds   10  ounces. 


During  an  average  24-hour  period,  more  than  5,000  calls  are  cleared  through  the  telephone 
switchboard.  These  include  intercommunicating  calls  on  288  house  telephones  and  those  cleared 
through  21  outside  trunk  lines.  In  addition,  the  annunciator  (shown  in  use  at  the  right)  broad- 
casts daily  more  than  700  paging  calls  for  doctors. 


DAY  BY  DAY  WITH 


The  procedures  pictured  here  reveal 
but  a  few  of  the  many  services  Presby- 
terian Hospital  renders  those  whose 
needs  are  as  diversified  in  sickness  as 
in  health. 

( 1 )  The  rooms  are  furnished  with 
the  quiet  comfort  and  good  taste  of 
"home."  The  admitting  service  is  more 
suggestive  of  guest  than  patient. 

(2)  Nurses'  helpers  perform  many 
non-professional  duties  that  add  com- 
fort and  cheer  to  the  day. 

(3)  Laboratory  service  is  a  routine 
procedure.  Here  an  intern  is  taking  a 
sample  for  a  blood  count. 

(4)  When  the  attending  physician 
visits  his  patient,  the  head  nurse,  intern, 
and  resident  doctor  stand  by  to  give 
information   and   receive   instructions. 

(5)  Food  chosen  from  selective 
menus  is  daintily  served  to  tempt  the 
appetites  of  the  sick.  Trays  are  ap- 
proved by  the  dietitian  before  being 
served  by  neatly  uniformed  maids. 
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(6)  This  portable  electrocardiograph 
machine  makes  il  unnecessary  In  remove 
the  patient  from  his  bed  or  room  for  a 
heart-action   recording. 

(7)  X-ray  service  is  brought  to  the 
bedside  by  the  aid  of  this  portable 
machine  when  it  is  inadvisable  to  move 
the  patient. 

(8)  Here  the  Physical  Therapy  De- 
partment brings  short  wave  diathermy 
to  the  patient's  bedside  when  his  condi- 
tion precludes  a  visit  to  the  department. 

(9)  Occupational  therapy  provides 
interesting  diversion  and  often  is  of 
great  therapeutic  value.  This  patient  is 
learning  how  to  weave  a  leather  belt. 

(10)  In  an  average  day  the  Hospital 
lihrarian  visits  150  patients,  providing 
each  with  reading  matter  that  interests 
him.  There  are  no  charges  for  library 
service  or  for  the  services  of  the  occu- 
pational therapists. 
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THE  Presbyterian  Hospital  closed  the  year 
1940  with  a  so-called  profit  of  $24,000.  But 
it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  it  has  never 
been  our  habit  to  take  depreciation  on  our 
properties,  so  the  $24,000  is  not  what  we  as 
business  men  would  call  a  profit.  The  report 
would  actually  show  a  loss,  probably  every 
year,   after  proper  depreciation. 

Of  the  total  operating  income,  $1,100,000, 
the  charity  item  (which  includes  free  care  to 
our  own  employees)  amounted  to  $180,000. 
The  net  operating  income  showed  a  deficit  of 
$149,000,  which  is  more  than  covered  by  the 
non-operating  income  of  $173,000.  The  im- 
proved result  is  largely  due  to  an  increase  in 
occupancy  from  75.71%  the  previous  year  to 
79.76%    in   1940.

There  was  added  to  endowment  funds 
$54,944.81,  of  which  $50,000  was  from  the 
estate  of  Orson  C.  Wells  to  establish  a  fund 
for  urology  research,  the  income  only  to  be 
used.  We  also  received  $1,000  under  the  will 
of  Elizabeth  Schaefer.    The  other  changes  are 


shown  in  the  financial  report.    At  the  end  of 
the  year  endowments  stood  at  $4,058,894.22. 

A  number  of  improvements  mentioned  in 
the  1939  report  were  completed  in  1940 : 

— Sprague  Home  for  Nurses  ( School 
of  Nursing  building) — altera- 
tions on  first  and  second  floors, 
new  library,  staff  offices,  and 
classrooms  * $9,255.48 

— intravenous  solutions  department    2,270.12 

— X-ray  film  vault  on  Jones  Build- 
ing roof 1,567.15 

— regrigerator  for  research  work.  .       255.95 

Among  other  additions  to  facilities  were 
two  new  electrocardiograph  machines,  a  high- 
frequency  machine  for  physical  therapy,  crank 
beds,  and  new  furnishings  for  a  number  of 
rooms.  A  total  of  $29,628.61  was  spent  for 
improvements  and  new  equipment. 

It  is  our  intention  to  spend  considerable 
money  this  year  on  various  improvements, 
some  of  which  are  as  follows : 

— new  furnishings  (already  com- 
pleted) in  the  Sprague  Home 
for  Nurses $  5,600.00 

— new  cafeteria  (just  completed) 
in  the  Sprague  Home  for 
Nurses    approximately     9,000.00

Asa  S.  Bacon  retired  from  the 
superintendency  on  January 
I,  1911  and  became  super- 
intendent emeritus. 
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— new  equipment  for  laundry  (be- 
ing considered)  approximately  30,000.00 

— refurnishing  all  patient  rooms  in  the  Pri- 
vate Pavilion  that  still  have  old  style 
furniture 

— relocating  interns  and  residents,  thus  pro- 
viding space  for  infirmary  for  student 
and  graduate  nurses 

— relocating  examining  rooms 

— equipping  a  dietetics  laboratory  in  the 
basement  of  the  Sprague  Home  for 
Nurses 

— establishing  central  linen  repair  room  in 
the  basement  of  the  Sprague  Home  for 
Nurses 

— providing  nursing  administration  offices  in 
the  quarters  now  used  as  a  sewing  room 

— expanding  the  record  library  into  adjacent 
offices  now  used  for  nursing  administra- 
tion 

— providing  space  for  a  central  dressing  and 
supply  room 

The  primary  purpose  of  all  these  is  to  in- 
crease efficiency  and  lower  operating  costs. 

Since  the  report  of  last  year  several  changes 
in  personnel  have  taken  place.  After  forty 
years'     service    our    superintendent,     Asa     S. 


Bacon,  was  retired  at  his  own  request,  as  also 
were  our  pharmacist,  William  Gray,  who  had 
been  with  us  thirty-five  years,  and  Emma  B. 
Aylward,  who  for  thirty-eight  years  was 
matron  and  dietitian  at  the  nurses'  home.  Mr. 
Bacon  was  succeeded  by  John  Dewey  Lutes, 
who  came  to  us  from  Ravenswood  Hospital, 
where  he  had  made  a  fine  record  for  nine  years. 

During  1940  we  lost  one  of  our  young  sur- 
geons through  death — Dr.  Dean  L.  Rider.  His 
character  can  be  read  in  this  tribute  from  Dr. 
Kellogg  Speed :  ".  .  .  .  Of  all  the  men  of  his 
age  I  believe  he  showed  the  greatest  kindness 
to  patients,  in  handling  them  and  in  discussing 
their  troubles.  It  is  my  feeling  that  for  a  man 
of  his  years  he  fulfilled  practically  all  of  his 
ambitions  and  had  reached  an  extraordinary 
stage  of  advancement  in  his  professional  work." 

We  feel  that  we  should  be  encouraged  on 
the  outlook  for  the  Hospital.  I  cannot  at  the 
moment  speak  in  detail,  inasmuch  as  the  ar- 
rangements are  not  completed,  but  it  is  no 
secret  that  negotiations  are  going  on  between 
the  University  of  Illinois  and  ourselves.  From 
these  we  expect  successful  conclusions  of  great 
value  to  both  the  University  and  the  Hospital.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  STAFF 


THE  main  objective  of  the  Medical  Staff 
continues  to  be  "the  relief  of  human  suffer- 
ing and  the  prolongation  of  life."  We 
sincerely  appreciate  that  our  work  is  one  of 
cooperation  with  the  Board  of  Managers,  the 
hospital  administration,  the  nurses,  the  Wo- 
man's Board,  and  the  public.  We  believe  that 
we  are  especially  fortunate  in  the  excellence, 
generosity,  and  effectiveness  of  all  these  co- 
operating forces,  without  which  our  Hospital 
would  have  fewer  implements  of  good  medicine, 
fewer  features  of  a  medical  home,  and  a 
smaller  soul. 

In  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Bacon  from  the 
superintendence  of  the  Hospital,  the  staff  takes 
great  satisfaction  in  the  fact  that  his  counsel 
is  available.  We  also  wish  to  express  full 
confidence  in  Mr.  Lutes,  the  new  superinten- 
dent, and  to  say  that  he  inspires  us  to  better 
work  and  new  hopes. 

We  believe  more  firmly  than  ever  that  the 
three  main  lines  of  activity  essential  to  the 
fullest  accomplishment  of  our  ultimate  objec- 
tive are : 

— the  care  of  the  sick  in  the  spirit  of  kindness 
and  with  all  possible  skill  and  efficiency; 

— the  study  of  the  nature  of  disease,  its  prevention, 
and  cure; 

— the  training  of  others  in  medical  knowledge  and 
skills. 

The  various  staff  committees  have  continued 
their  work  effectively  according  to  plans  given 
in  last  year's  report.  Among  those  that  should 
be  mentioned  are  the  medical  records,  the  tumor 
clinic,  the  intern-resident,  and  the  committee 
on  nursing. 

The  general  hospital  unit  for  service  in  the 
event  of  war  has  been  organized  as  originally 
requested  by  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  U.  S. 
Army.  It  consists  of  a  staff  of  twenty-eight 
physicians  and  four  laboratory  scientists.  The 
Surgeon  General  has  now  requested  that  the 
unit  ( be  enlarged  to  include  a  medical  and 
surgical  staff  of  forty-eight  and  a  laboratory 
staff  of  seven. 

An  examining  unit  for  local  boards  under 
the  Selective  Service  Act  is  being  organized 
under  Dr.  Thomas  J.  Walsh.  This  unit  will 
use  facilities  in  the  Rush  buildings. 

In  1940  the  Medical  Staff  rendered  profes- 
sional services  to  over  12,500  hospital  patients, 
of  whom  2,125  were  entirely  free,  and  6,892 
were  able  to  pay  only  a  part  of  the  hospital 


costs.  This  large  amount  of  free  hospital  care 
meant  also  that  there  was  very  little  compensa- 
tion for  medical  services.  Visits  of  ambulatory 
and  emergency  patients  to  the  hospital  examin- 
ing rooms  on  the  first  floor  totaled  42,179. 
Almost  all  of  these  patients  were  of  the  low 
income  group.  Private  patients'  visits  totaled 
27,366,  including  513  in  the  Staff  Clinic.  Free 
medical  attention  was  given  to  student  nurses 
and  to  hospital  employees  and  their  families, 
who  made  a  total  of  5,902  visits  to  the  examin- 
ing rooms.  Obstetrical  patients'  visits,  mostly 
in  the  Prenatal  and  Postnatal  Clinics,  totaled 
6,270. 

About  179,000  patient  visits  were  cared  for 
in  the  Central  Free  Dispensary,  which  it  is 
proposed  that  the  Hospital  take  over  under  the 
new  program,  adding  an  out-patient  staff  suffi- 
cient to  do  this  work.  At  present  the  combined 
staff  of  the  Hospital  and  the  Dispensary  corre- 
sponds closely  to  the  Faculty  of  Rush  Medical 
College.  Besides  rendering  the  free  services 
enumerated  above,  the  members  of  the  two 
staffs  have  given  instruction  to  over  200  medi- 
cal students,  almost  entirely  on  a  voluntary 
basis. 

Many  members  of  the  staff  are  carrying  on 
studies  of  medical  problems  and  some  creditable 
research  has  been  done.  In  our  opinion  this 
opportunity  to  study  and  teach  and  to  be  asso- 
ciated with  others  who  are  studying  and  teach- 
ing constitutes  the  strongest  appeal  to  and  the 
best  assurance  of  an  able  staff. 

Aside  from  professional  service  to  the  sick, 
teaching,  and  research,  the  most  important  con- 
cern of  the  members  of  the  Medical  Staff  has 
been  with  the  negotiations  looking  toward  an 
affiliation  with  the  University  of  Illinois.  The 
staff  heartily  concurs  in  the  policy  that,  with 
the  Rush  buildings  made  available  to  the  Hos- 
pital, it  shall  become  the  primary  obligation 
of  the  Hospital  to  maintain  the  Central  Free 
Dispensary,  the  College  buildings,  the  Rush 
Medical  Library,  and  certain  scholarships  and 
fellowships,  in  addition  to  balancing  the  Hos- 
pital budget.  This,  together  with  the  necessity 
to  further  and  maintain  educational  activities 
and  research,  implies  expanded  services  and 
consequent  increase  in  monetary  obligation 
that  will  require  greater  voluntary  financial 
support  than  has  ever  before  been  necessary.

Report  of  the  Superintendent 


SINCE  my  term  of  office  began  with  1941,  the  nature 
and  content  of  this  report  may  differ  somewhat 
from  future  recordings.  I  am  still  under  the  sway 
of  the  inspirational  impact  with  which  the  great  good 
works  of  Presbyterian  Hospital  have  imbued  my  spirit. 
Truly,  the  work  done  here  down  through  the  years 
merits  your  just  pride  in  past  accomplishments,  but 
life  is  so  constituted  that  the  moment  we  begin  to  rest 
on  our  laurels  we  lose  ground.  To  sustain  the  past 
record  we  are  forced  to  anticipate  the  future  and  plan 
for  shifting  scenes  in  the  economic  and  industrial 
spheres  of  our  country.  The  past  of  Presbyterian 
Hospital  is  secure.  It  thrived  and  progressed  for  forty 
long  years  under  the  benign  and  brilliant  guidance  of 
your  good  friend  and  mine,  Asa  S.  Bacon.  Our  present 
is  even  now  merging  with  the  past  —  it  is  the  future 
that  challenges  our  vision  and  courage. 

All  eras  everywhere  hold  something  of  good  and 
bad,  but  the  fact  is  we  are  likely  to  face  well-nigh 
unprecedented  conditions  in  some  respects  within  the 
months  to  come.  Even  today  we  see  alarming  increase 
in  the  cost  of  hospital  operation.  It  is  a  fair  estimate 
that  it  will  cost  $50,000  more  to  operate  the  Hospital 
next  year  than  it  cost  last  year.  Just  how  far  we  may 
be  forced  to  extend  expenditures  no  one  can  definitely 
predict. 

Happily,  there  is  another  aspect  of  our  future 
about  which  hang  no  gloomy  forebodings.  Our  assets 
are  known  and  none  is  more  worthy  of  mention  than 
Presbyterian  Hospital's  many  loyal  friends  —  those 
individuals  who  have  steadfastly  labored  for  her  best 
interest.  Indeed,  without  these  we  can  safely  say  there 
would  be  no  Presbyterian  Hospital  as  we  know  her 
today.  What  is  it  that  inspires  the  loyalty  of  these 
men  and  women?  There  is  nothing  outstanding  in  the 
fact  that  we  care  for  the  sick.  Any  hospital  does  that, 
although  sometimes  with  a  difference  in  service.  Their 
inspiration  to  serve  this  hospital  so  largely  arises 
primarily  from  their  common  knowledge  that  Presby- 
terian Hospital  opens  its  doors  and  gives  bounty  to  the 
sick  poor  —  to  those  needy  persons  whose  lives  are 
literally  perishing  for  skilled  medical  and  nursing  care. 
Our  friends  know  that  rehabilitated  bodies  mean  re- 
kindled souls.  With  new-found  strength  and  courage 
thousands  of  men  and  women  return  from  our  care 
yearly  to  their  spheres  of  usefulness  within  the  social 
order. 

Specifically,  from  among  our  host  of  friends  I  can- 
not forbear  to  mention  the  Woman's  Board.  Their 
financial  support  is  life-blood  to  our  Hospital,  but  it  is 
not  this  alone  that  commands  my  sense  of  security  and 
joy  in  their  affiliation  with  our  work.    The  spirit  that 


pervades  this  body  of  women  reminds  me  of  an  instance 
in  the  first  World  War.  When  defeat  was  sensed  by 
the  Germans  the  remark  they  made  concerning  the 
Allies  was  this:  "They  are  too  strong  for  us,  their 
women  are  behind."  In  a  happier  meaning  it  applies 
to  our  Hospital.  One  of  the  greatest  sources  of  our 
strength  lies  in  the  fact  that  "our  women  are  behind," 
ever  diligent  in  their  efforts  to  further  the  quality  and 
scope  of  our  service  to  mankind. 

The  Board  of  Managers  displays  the  same  stalwart 
faith.  Could  a  superintendent  hope  for  greater  concern 
or  interest  than  that  which  the  trustees  evince  for  our 
institution. 

To  me  the  contributions  of  skill  by  the  Medical  Staff 
to  further  the  scientific  work  of  Presbyterian  Hospital 
are  most  impressive.  The  great  and  largely  unselfish 
resolve  our  men  display  to  keep  medicine  on  a  high 
plane  of  service  to  humanity  is  one  of  the  tributes  we 
frequently  hear  paid  to  this  Hospital  in  the  outside 
world. 

The  Chicago  Presbytery  is  likewise  linked  with  our 
efforts  in  behalf  of  the  needy  sick.  The  cooperative 
interest  and  understanding  in  obtaining  hospital  and 
medical  care  for  the  needy  members  of  the  church 
congregations  have  pleased  me  well. 

These  four  groups,  and  one  other  we  cannot  forget 
—  the  nursing  staff,  vital  factor  in  the  quality  of 
service  any  hospital  can  render  — ■  constitute  the  back- 
bone of  a  great  institution's  strength.  The  reflected 
good  of  their  combined  efforts  creates  new  generous- 
hearted  friends  who  rally  to  the  cause  and  make  our 
tomorrows  more  secure. 

The  years  to  come  should  prove  productive  of  ever 
greater  deeds  since,  at  long  last,  it  is  definitely  estab- 
lished that  Presbyterian  Hospital  is  to  remain  perma- 
nently on  the  West  Side.  The  broadened  program,  now 
being  formulated  throughout  the  West  Side  Medical 
Center  for  education  and  research,  offers  our  Hospital 
a  truly  outstanding  opportunity  to  render  a  unique 
service  in  the  development  of  great  physicians  and 
surgeons  whose  names  and  achievements  will  echo  down 
the  corridors  of  time  even  as  do  those  of  Senn, 
Billings,  Fenger,  Bevan,  and  other  illustrious  men, 
today. 

I  feel  certain  that  the  character  and  industry  neces- 
sary to  achieve  this  worthy  goal  are  within  our  people, 
but  these  assets  must  be  supplemented  by  adequate 
financial  support  to  provide  the  many  physical  neces- 
sities the  program  entails. 

We  must  look  well  to  our  facilities  for  teaching  and 
our  laboratories  for  medical  education  and  research  if

we  arc  to  retain  the  loyalty  and  interest  of  the  out- 
standing men  who  constitute  our  Medical  Staff  today. 
Deny  our  scientists  their  workshops  and  Presbyterian 
Hospital  as  we  know  it — a  leader  in  the  health  field — 
will  cease  to  exist.  These  traditions,  so  dearly  cherished 
in  the  past,  must  reach  forward  to  illumine  the  future 
with  a  new  intensity  of  purpose. 

As  concerns  the  public  —  in  one  sense  we  are  living 
on  the  threshold  of  a  new  day.  People  are  definitely  out 
of  tune  with  the  sterile  looking,  colorless  atmosphere 
hospitals  once  regarded  as  necessary  to  their  patients' 
welfare.  I  believe  that  people  feel  the  need  of  an 
environment  that  reflects  quiet  beauty  and  cultural 
warmth  more  in  illness  than  in  health.  In  illness  our 
morale  drops  sharply.  All  except  the  acutely  sick  are 
keenly  receptive  to  outward  impressions.  Scientists  are 
turning  with  increasing  interest  to  the  importance  of 
one's  state  of  mind  as  it  affects  the  process  of  healing. 
Even  if  the  hospital  community  be  festered  with  dirt 


and  noise,  as  so  often  happens  in  a  large  city,  the 
patient  will  remember  this  no  longer  if  the  atmosphere 
of  his  room  is  pleasing  and  uplifting  to  his  morale. 
So  we  see  that  one  need  of  our  future  program  is  to 
strive  to  create  the  best  possible  atmosphere  and 
environment  throughout.  Toward  these  ends  a  program 
of  future  development  is  taking  shape  and  we  are 
making  ready   for  steps  toward   realization. 

The  belief  is  abroad  that  the  new  taxation  levies 
may  inspire  persons  of  wealth  to  increase  their  philan- 
thropies in  behalf  of  such  humanitarian  causes  as  our 
work  represents.  The  Good  Book  tells  us  that  it  is 
more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive.  We  have  faith 
that  the  means  will  come  from  those  who  live  accord- 
ingly. It  is  this  thought,  together  with  the  deep  inten- 
tion of  our  program  for  greater  service,  that  I  wish  to 
leave  in  the  minds  and  hearts  of  our  friends.

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Long  before  men  began  to  record  on  stone 
or  parchment  the  story  of  their  activities,  they 
erected  monuments  to  honor  the  names  of  those 
whom  they  deemed  worthy  of  remembrance. 
As  the  centuries  have  come  and  gone,  the 
custom  of  memorials  has  continued  as  a 
favorite  expression  of  man's  finest  sentiments. 

While  statues  and  monuments  still  have  a 
worthy  function  to  perform  as  reminders  of 
the  great  lives  of  statesmen,  soldiers,  authors, 
scientists,  and  others  who  have  given  out- 
standing service  to  their  fellowmen,   another 


kind   of  memorial   has  come   into   favor  as  a 
means  of  perpetuating  honorable  names. 

These  are  memorials  that  live  in  service 
to  others.  Presbyterian  Hospital  functions 
today  as  a  living  memorial  to  scores  of  men 
and  women  who  have  given  of  their  means  to 
provide  buildings,  equipment,  and  endowments. 

In  order  to  carry  forward  development 
plans  of  far-reaching  benefit  to  humanity,  our 
present  endowment  fund  must  be  greatly 
increased.

Viewed  each  year  by  thousands  of  patients  and 
visitors,  memorial  plaques  on  the  walls  of  the 
first  floor  corridors  perpetuate  names  that  have 
been  honored  through  gifts  to  the  endowment 
fund — gifts  that  live  on  in  daily  service  to  others. 


Orson  C.  Wells 

Under  the  will  of  Orson  C.  Wells 
the  Hospital  received  in  1940  a  bequest 
of  $50,000,  the  income  from  which  is  to 
be  used  for  research  in  urology,  under 
the  supervision  of  his  old  friend  and 
physician,  Dr.  Herman  L.  Kretschmer. 

Mr.  Wells'  life  story  is  that  of  the 
self-made  man  after  the  American 
tradition  —  from  telegraph  operator 
to  capitalist.  In  the  tradition,  too,  is 
his  generous  gift  to  the  Hospital  — 
ploughing  back  his  profits,  as  it  were, 
that  other  lives  might  be  enriched.  By 
this  gift  Mr.  Wells  has  created  a  living 
memorial  which  will  perpetuate  his  own 
deep  interest  in  the  advancement  of 
medical  knowledge. 

Elizabeth  Schaefer 

The  story  back  of  the  bequest  of 
$1,000  received  in  1940  under  the  will 


of    Elizabeth    Schaefer    is    particularly 
interesting. 

For  many  years  Miss  Schaefer  sup- 
ported herself  and  her  mother  by  work- 
ing as  a  seamstress  in  a  tailoring  shop. 
By  frugal  living  they  managed  to  save 
something  for  a  rainy  day.  But  when 
Miss  Schaefer's  health  failed  a  few 
years  ago,  she  accepted  charity  rather 
than  reveal  the  existence  of  their  small 
savings,  because  of  her  great  fear  that 
her  aged  mother  would  be  left  to  face 
want.  She  received  many  weeks  of  free 
care  in  Presbyterian  Hospital  but  was 
never  able  to  resume  work  at  her  trade. 

Following  the  death  of  her  mother, 
Miss  Schaefer  made  a  will  bequeathing 
to  the  Hospital  $1,000  —  an  amount  in 
excess  of  the  cost  of  the  care  she  had 
received.  This  gift  represented  practi- 
cally the  entire  value  of  Miss  Schaefer's 
estate  at  the  time  of  her  death. 


MEMORIAL  BUILDINGS 


From  the  admission  of  its  first  patient  on 
August  20,  1884,  through  all  the  years  of 
ministry  to  a  total  of  365,000  ill,  injured,  and 
newborn,  Presbyterian  Hospital  has  been 
housed  in  buildings  provided  by  friends  who 
found   it   more  blessed  to  give  than  to  reeeive. 

The  main  entrance  of  the  Hospital,  pictured 
below,  is  a  part  of  the  Daniel  A.  Jones  Memorial 
Building,  erected  in  1888  and  since  remodeled 
extensively. 

Other  memorial  buildings  have  been  erected 
as  follows: 

Joseph  Preslev  Ross  Building,  completed  in 
1884,  by  gifts  of  Tuthill  King  and  others. 


Robert  C.  Hamill  Wing,  1887,  by  Dr.  J.  P. 
Ross,  Cyrus  H.  McCormick,  Jr.,  and  members 
of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church. 

Jane  Murdoch  Memorial  Building,  1912,  by 
her  brother,  Thomas  Murdoch,  who  also  estab- 
lished a  $500,000  endowment  fund. 

Sprague  Home  for  Nurses  (pictured  on  page 
20),  19l3,  by  friends  and  relatives  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  O.  S.  A.  Sprague.

Yearly   Beds   for   Adults 

Payment  of  $300  designates  a  free  bed  in 
the  adult  wards  for  each  year. 

Contributions  for  yearly  beds  in  1940  were 
received  from  the  Fourth  Presbyterian  Church 
and  Mrs.  T.  E.  Wells.  The  gift  from  Mrs. 
Wells  was  designated  in  memory  of  her  son, 
Richard  A.  Wells. 

Donations  from  churches  as  listed  on  page 
31  were  used  to  help  provide  free  care  for 
needy  adults. 


Free   Beds    for   Children 

The  Cheer  Up  and  Tag  Day  Beds,  listed 
on  the  plaque  pictured  above,  were  endowed 
mainly  through  the  efforts  of  the  Woman's 
Board.  Since  1909,  Easter  offerings  from  the 
Sunday  Schools  of  the  Chicago  Presbytery 
have  been  put  into  a  permanent  fund,  which 
now  supports  nine  Cheer  Up  Beds  for  the  free 
care  of  children.  Three  beds  for  children  have 
been  endowed  by  Tag  Day  collections.  The 
Sunshine  Bed  was  endowed  in  1894  through 
efforts  of  Frances  Gould.

CHANGES  and  events  in  the  nursing  department 
the  past  year  were  academic  as  well  as  physical. 
Entrance  requirements  to  the  School  of  Nursing 
now  specify,  among  other  subjects,  two  units  of  science, 
one  of  which  is  chemistry.  The  curriculum  schedule  has 
been  placed  on  a  four-quarter  basis  for  the  year.  This 
facilitates  orderly  progression  and  periodic  examination 
of  the  student.  One  new  course,  added  to  the  senior 
schedule,  consists  of  a  series  of  student  panel  discus- 
sions on  selected  problems  of  clinical  nursing.  Field 
trips  have  been  included  in  the  bacteriology,  sociology, 
and  professional  adjustments  II  courses. 

Physical  changes  included  extensive  remodeling  and 
refurnishing  on  the  first  and  second  floors  of  Sprague 
Home.  New  educational  rooms  in  the  east  wing  of  the 
second  floor  consist  of  a  well-equipped  nursing  arts 
laboratory,  new  and  larger  quarters  for  the  library,  an 
alumnae  room,  and  six  offices  for  instructors.  On  the 
first  floor,  redecorating  was  done  and  indirect  lighting 
installed  throughout.  The  lobby  and  lounge  were  re- 
constructed and  some  new  furnishings  provided.  The 
dining  room  was  refurnished  completely  and  a  cafeteria 
constructed. 

The  dietary,  purchasing,  maintenance,  and  house- 
keeping services  of  Sprague  Home  have  been  centralized 
in  corresponding  departments  in  the  Hospital. 


Because  of  limited  housing  facilities  it  was  neces- 
sary to  omit  a  Spring  class  in  1940  and  1941.  Forty 
students  were  admitted  to  the  school  on  October  1. 

Changes  in  the  school  faculty  have  not  been  many. 
We  shall  miss  greatly  the  kindliness  and  interest  of 
Miss  Emma  B.  Aylward,  who  has  retired  after  serving' 
as  matron  of  the  nurses'  residence  since  the  founding 
of  the  school  in  1903.  We  shall  miss,  too,  Mr.  Bacon 
and  Mr.  Gray,  but  wish  them,  as  well  as  Miss  Aylward, 
the  enjoyment  of  their  retirement. 

Ten  members  of  the  graduate  nursing  staff  have 
resigned  to  enter  the  U.  S.  Army  Nurse  Corps.  An 
unusually  high  percentage  of  other  resignations  and 
replacements  have  occurred  on  the  Hospital  nursing- 
staff.  In  recent  months  uniform  vacation  and  graded 
salary  scales  have  been  put  into  effect  for  all  employees 
in  the  nursing  department. 

The  past  year  was  an  exceedingly  busy  one.  In- 
creased hospital  occupancy  brought  with  it  more  nurs- 
ing problems.  With  school  activities  in  progress  at  the 
same  time  that  remodeling  was  going  forward,  many 
adjustments  were  necessary.  Our  ability  to  meet  these 
problems  and  make  the  necessary  adjustments  has  been 
due  to  the  loyal  cooperation  of  the  administrative  and 
teaching  staffs,  graduate  nursing  staff,  and  the  student 
body.

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OF  MEDICAL  KNOWLEDGE 


FEW  names  in  American  medicine  are  better  known  than 
that  of  Arthur  Dean  Bevan,  World  War  president  (1918) 
of  the  American  Medical  Association,  past  president  of 
the  American  Surgical  Association,  author  of  numerous 
medical  works,  professor  of  surgery  at  Rush  Medical  College 
and  head  of  the  surgical  department  of  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital for  nearly  half  a  century. 

Dr.  Bevan's  graduation  from  Rush  Medical  College  in 
1883  coincided  with  the  beginning  of  a  new  era  in  surgery, 
made  possible  by  the  acceptance  of  Lister's  theory  of 
antisepsis.  His  own  pioneering  spirit,  keen  judgment,  and 
carefully  developed  skills,  soon  gave  Dr.  Bevan  first  rank 
among  the  surgeons  of  the  new  era.  As  the  years  passed 
he  retained  his  place  in  the  vanguard  of  progress. 

As  author  of  the  American  Edition  of  Lexer's  General 
Surgery,  Dr.  Bevan  provided  medical  schools  in  this  country 
with  one  of  the  first  comprehensive  textbooks  on  this  subject 
and  one  that  still  is  used  widely.  Other  contributions  to 
medical  education  include  several  textbooks  and  hundreds 
of  published  articles.  His  greatness  as  a  teacher  is  attested 
by  the  fact  that  at  least  seven  of  his  Rush  students  became 
heads  of  surgical  departments  in  other  well-known  medical 
schools,  while  scores  of  others  have  helped  or  are  helping 
to  make  surgical  history  as  teachers  and  practicing  surgeons. 

In  recognition  of  his  leadership  in  organizing  American 
medicine  for  service  during  the  first  World  War,  Dr.  Bevan 
was  later  made  an  officer  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  in  France. 
He  holds  an  honorary  A.M.  degree  from  Yale  University 
and  has  been  awarded  numerous  other  honors  during  his 
long  career. 

New  techniques  originated  by  Dr.  Bevan  have  con- 
tributed  materially   to   the   advancement   of   surgery.     His

contributions  in  the  field  of 
cancer  research  and  treatment 
have  been  notable.  Among  these 
was  his  early  use  of  X-ray  ther- 
apy. In  1923  Dr.  Bevan  per- 
formed, in  Presbyterian  Hospital, 
the  first  operations  at  which 
ethylene  gas  was  administered 
as  an  anesthetic.  He  later  aided 
in  the  development  of  methods 
for  the  successful  use  of  this  now 
widely  favored  anesthetic. 

As  head  of  the  surgical  de- 
partment of  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital from  1894  to  1934,  Dr. 
Bevan  had  much  to  do  with  the 
development  of  the  Hospital  and 
the  attainment  of  the  high  stand- 
ing which  it  has  been  accorded. 
He  now  is  a  consulting  surgeon 
on  the  Hospital   Staff. 


ACTIVITIES   OF  MEDICAL  STAFF   IN   PROFESSIONAL   SOCIETIES 


As  in  previous  years,  members  of  the  Medi- 
cal Staff  reported  to  the  profession  the  findings 
of  extensive  study  and  research  work  in  the 
Hospital.  Addresses  and  papers  presented  at 
local  and  county  professional  meetings  totaled 
114;  state  and  regional  meetings,  63;  national 
conventions,  48 ;  international  conventions,  2. 
Addresses  were  given  before  6  national  con- 
ventions and  17  local  meetings  of  lay  organi- 
zations. Other  activities  included  15  offices  or 
committee  chairmanships  in  local  professional 
societies,  7  in  state  and  regional  societies,  and 
17  in   national  societies. 


The  chairman  of  the  American  Board  of 
Internal  Medicine,  president  of  the  American 
Board  of  Urology,  treasurer  of  the  American 
Medical  Association,  one  member  of  the  Board 
of  Governors  of  the  American  College  of  Sur- 
geons, and  the  chairman  of  the  Fracture  Ex- 
hibit Committee  of  the  American  Medical  Asso- 
ciation are  members  of  our  staff.  Two  staff 
members  are  editors  of  scientific  journals, 
one  of  which  has  an  international  circulation. 
Medical  Staff  members  made  more  than  100 
contributions  to  medical  literature  in  1940, 
including  chapters  in  several  text  books.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WOMAN'S  BOARD... 1940 


THE  WOMAN'S  BOARD  of  Presbyterian  Hospital 
has  three  reasons  for  existing.  The  first  is  to 
intelligently  spread  abroad  knowledge  of  the  work 
of  the  institution.  The  second  is  to  help  create  goodwill 
and  a  spirit  of  helpfulness  in  the  Hospital  and  the 
School  of  Nursing.  The  third  is  to  raise  money.  All  its 
efforts  are  carried  on  under  the  guidance  and  with  the 
cooperation  of  the  Board  of  Managers  and  the 
superintendent. 

In  1940  there  were  271  active  members,  representing 
46  churches  and  including  a  group  of  general  members, 
not  representing  churches  but  admitted  to  membership 
because  of  their  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital. 

Fifty-nine  Sunday  Schools  gave  $1,651.05  to  the 
Child's  Free  Bed  Fund  (Cheer  Up  Beds),  and  Babies 
Alumni  memberships  added  $991.50  to  the  fund  for  a 
free  bed  in  the  maternity  department. 

For  the  support  of  the  Social  Service  Department 
and  the  Library  in  1940,  the  Woman's  Board  turned 
over  to  the  Hospital  treasury  the  sum  of  $10,511.56. 
This  money  was  raised  through  the  efforts  of  the 
following  committees  as  shown  in  the  financial  sum- 
mary on  the  next  page:  Associate  Membership,  Con- 
tributors' Fund,  Board  Members'  Fund,  Tag  Day,  and 
Thanksgiving  Offering;  and  through  a  few  specified 
gifts. 

The  Social  Service  Department  is  an  indispensable 
part  of  the  Hospital's  service  to  free  and  part  pay 
patients.  It  cooperates  with  the  obstetrical  staff  in  the 
work   of  the   Prenatal    Clinic,   with    Central    Free   Dis- 


pensary in  behalf  of  patients  referred  to  the  Hospital 
by  the  Dispensary,  and  with  various  other  agencies  and 
institutions  that  refer  patients  to  the  Hospital  or  may 
be  of  service  to  outgoing  patients.  Through  the  Junior 
League  Convalescent  Project,  nine  children  received  an 
average  of  three  months'  care  each  after  leaving  the 
Hospital. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  full  time  professional 
librarian,  the  Hospital  Library  circulated  22,697  books 
and  thousands  of  magazines. 

Proceeds  of  $1,107.78  from  the  annual  bridge  party, 
given  by  the  School  of  Nursing  Committee,  added  to  a 
balance  on  hand,  made  it  possible  to  help  in  the 
improvements  at  the  Sprague  Home  for  Nurses.  New 
quarters  for  the  school  library  and  an  adjacent  alcove 
were  furnished  and  books  added.  Equipment  was  pro- 
vided for  the  laboratory.  The  salary  of  the  director  of 
the  school  chorus  was  paid.  Volunteer  workers  were 
provided  for  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic. 

Through  25  talks  in  21  churches,  the  Publicity  Com- 
mittee spread  information  about  the  work  of  the 
Hospital.  These  talks,  illustrated  with  colored  slides 
and  movies,  are  available  to  any  group. 

Other  projects  in  1940  included:  sewing  and  knitting 
for  the  hospital  and  for  needy  patients;  donations  of 
jelly  and  other  delicacies  for  ward  patients;  scholar- 
ships and  loans  for  student  nurses;  and  gifts  to  the 
Ward  Free  Nurse  endowment  fund  and  for  the  support 
of  free  beds  for  adults.
